So buy your frozen fish 
from a reliable dealer, and thaw it 
yourself. It can done at reom 
temperature, or in cold water, the 
former method is best; warm water is 
ruinous. Allow ample time; a two- 
pound fish will take over an hour to 
thaw, at 65 degrees; if cooked before 
fully thawed it will be watery. Wash 
earefully but guickly in cold water. 
When thawed, drain and wipe dry. If 


pnot to be cooked at once, wrap in 


dry eloth and then in paper and place 
in the refrigerator. The paper pre- 
vents fish odor in the box. Do not 
place on ice. 

This e¢ountry produces more and 
better fish than anywhere else, yet as 
a people we eat less of it. Many look 
upon fish as food for fast days, not’ 

salizing its true nutritive value. It 


ins not the fat of meat, to be sure, 


but contains similar nourishment, in 


an easily digested form. Limiting fish | 


eating to Friday is bad for the busi- 
ness, and worse for fish eaters. It 
increases waste and cost. Fish should 
not be a luxury. but a frequent dish 
on the home table. 

Use a dull knife to scale fish and 
spread papers out to catch the flying 
scales. By cutting a narrow strip down 
the back the skin may be loosened on 
each side and wholly removed, when 
desirable. Dip -the fingers frequently 
in salt ta prevent slipping. Certain \a- 
rieties require neither scaling nor skin- 
ning for those who dislike handling 
fish. To bone, use a slender knife to 
loesen the backbone down either side 
and run the dull edge of the knife 
along the rib bones to prevent cutting 
them, then gradually pull the entire 
backbone from the flesh. Boning is a 
great advantage where children or old 


people are served; it also lightens the 


member that most fish lack fat (sal- 
mon is the chief exception) hence one 
must be generous with butter or the 
savory fat of salt pork. Bacon is too 
pronounced in favor to use with fish 
except as a garnish. 

With a heat proof glass platter and 
2 hot oven we may get results that are 
comparable to broiling. Lhe dish is 
heated through and well oiled before 
the prepared fish is placed upon it. 


A silver pie knife 
is well adapted to serving fish; never 
use stéel, 

It is a good plan, where cupboard 
space permits, to keep one large shal- 
low pan just for washing fish. Cheese- 
cloth is convenient for boiling or 
steaming fish. Parchment neper is 
ideal for fish cookery, simplifying 
handling and reducing dish washing. 
For broiling. a fish sheet is best, or 
a broad, shallow pan may be inverted 
to allow the fish to slide easily onto 
the serving platter. A large spatula 
is also useful. Much fish is spoiled by 
overcooking, but when underdone it 
is unwholesome., The flakes separate 
easily when fish is cooked. 

Frying is the most common method, 
and the most odorous. Broiling is the 
simplest. least pervasive and most de- 
licious.. Whole fish can be split and 
boned, small fish broiled whole, and 
thick slices used from large fish. Re- 


a prettier brown surface. Bake the 
well seasoned fish until the flakes be- 
gin to separate, or from 15 ot 30 min- 
utes according to thickness. It need 
not be turned as the part next to the 
hot glass will also brown slightly. 
Serve with quarters of lemon or a 
spread of parsley butter.

World Conference Will 


Assemble Leading Pow- 
ers at Geneva. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan. 23.— 
(P)—The nations of the world will 
gather once more, in the last week of 
January, 1932, in a general confer- 
ence for reduction of arms on land, 
on the sea and in the air. 

The council of the League of Na- 
tions set that time for a general dis- 
armament conference tonight after 
four days of debate during which the 
German demand for a meeting in No- 
vember of this year was overruled. 

No decision was reached as to the 
man who will be chairman. During 
private meetings of 
the council the name of Dr. Eduard 
Benes, the Czecho-Slovakian, has 
been proposed, but the Germans ob- 
jected to him and there was a sug- 
gestion, so far purely informal, that 
Ambassador Charles Gates Dawes be 
asked to accept the job. 

The British and the French held 
out for a conference next year instead 
of some time later this year and the 
majority of the other delegates held to 
the opinion that at least 12 months 
would be necessary to prepare for a 
successful conference. 

The council did not decide definite- 
ly where the conference will be held. 
but Arthur Henderson, the British 
foreign minister, said it probably 


| would be at Geneva. This and the se- 


lection of a chairman will be decided 
next May when the league council 
meets again. 

The task of preparing for the con- 
ference is still a formidable job even 
after the past decade of activity pav- 
ing the way for it. A draft disarma- 
ment convention has been prepared, 
but this is only an outline and the 
most difficult part is to fill in the

TOMATOES VS. ORANGES. 
Dr. William Weston, chairman of | 
the section on diseases of children, | 


said in an address before the last an- | ( 


nual convention of the. national med- , 
ical association that oranges and to- | 
matoes or their juices are about equal | 
in their Vitamin C value (that is the 
vitamin which prevents seurvy) but | 
that tomatoes have slightly greater 
Vitamin A and Vitamin B values than | 
oranges have. This should be_re- 
assuring to people who find it diffi- 
cult to get fresh orange juice for the 
baby, for tomato juice is quite as 
valuable in infant feeding. 

This noted authority further as- | 
at both tomatoes and oranges | 
have greater vitamin values when al- 
lowed to ripen on vine or tree than 
they have when artificially ripened by | 
ethylene gas or by exposure to air and | 
sunlight. 

Finally Dr. Weston, whe hails from 
Columbia. 8. C., called attention to the 
large amount of food iodin im toma- 
toes grown “in South Carolina and 
compared them with oranges in this | 
and other respects. He had no data. 
on the iodin content of oranges grown 
in California but he believed it to be 
low. as it has been invariably found | 
to be in other foods grown in Cali- | 
fornia.

Early History 
Of United States 
“Found in Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan, 23.—(4)— 
An ancient book, depicting the early 
turbulent history of the northwest ter- 
ritory, has been found in an old fai- 
‘ily residence at &’rbana, Ohic. it was 
jannounced today by the Ohio Archaeo- 
llegical and Historiml Society. ‘Fhe 
}history, termed one of the most im- 
j; portant of its kind in’ the United 
| States, covers an eight-year gap in ex- 
isting histories of the vast and wild 
territory from 1795 to 1805. 

The book, in the handwriting of 
Winthrop Sargeant, later governor of: 
the Mississippi territory, and other 
noted figures of the day, was written 
with a quill pen. It was donated to 
the Ohio society by John H. James, 
who found it among his forefathers’ 
treasures in the Urbana home.

Perry, supported by S. J. Smith,

was under consideration and giving it 
opportunity to present objections. He 
said the “discrimination” was obvious,

With one exception, it is thought 
that all the insurance companies, 
against whom claims totaling approxi- 
mately $32,000 have been filed, will 
pay their respective sums inte court 
and let a jury determine the legal 
beneficiary. 

The one exception, the Fidelity Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company, is un- 
derstood to contend that a surrender 
of its policy on the day before 
Hawkes’ death exempts them for the 
payment of anything beyond a casi) 
surrender value. The policy is for 
$10,000, it was said. 

Only one of the other companies— 
seven in all—had filed its answer 
when the case was called for a hear- 
ing this morning before Judge H. .A\. 
Mathews. That company, the Peun 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
filed its answer and cross bill asking 
permission to pay into court $10,000 
less $670 which Hawkes is said to 
have borrowed on the policy early in 
August. last year.
